Seven Lives Lost — 
Im Aretic Rescue 


Washington, Aug. 26.—The United States Navy submarine 
Cochino exploded and sank early today while on training 


manocuvres in Arctic waters. 


All persons oxcept one man were 


‘saved from the Cochino bofore it sank, but six men: wore lost 
overboard from a sister submarine during rescue operations in 


stormy seas. 


The rescuing submarine 
is proceeding with survivors 
to the Norwegian port of 
Hammerfest, the nearest 
port where medical ass 
ance can be given to the 
injured. 


The Navy did not way how 
many were injured or the ex- 
tent of their injurics, 

The only fatality aboard the 
Cochino, whose normal complc- 
ment ts 85 oMcers ond men, was 
a civilian, technician named 
Robert Philo. The other mx 
victims were members of the 
erew of the submarine Tusk, 
which had pulled alongside the 
Cochino, These meh were 
swept from the-decls of the Tusic 
y heavy scas during the opera~ 
tions. : 


COLD WATER TRAINING. 


First details said oan ex- 
plosion aboard the Cochino oc~ 
curred and was followed by 
fire. The Navy said the 
Cochino and ‘Tusk, together 
with the submarines Toro ana 
Corsair, Ieft the submarine 
base at New London, Connce- 
ticut, on July 18 for a ‘Vrans- 
atlantic training cruise and 
an informal visit to London- 
derry, . Ireland. They were 
engaged -in--cold—water—training 
exercises in the Arctic at the 
lime of the accident.

The Navy did not give the 
exact location of the catas- 
trophe, but said Hammerfest 
was: the nearest port where 
modical - assistance ‘sould be 
given tho injured, . 

The 1,525-ton Cochino, the 
first U.S. . submarine lost since 
World War I. was built in 
August 1945. Tho Cochino and 
Tusk were ships of the Bulao 
class and were converted to 
“guppy” Snorkel — submarincs 
before completion. The Cochino’s 
skipper, Li-Cmdr R. Benitez 
of Puerto Rico, was exccutive 
officer of the submarine Dace 
when it sank a Japaneso crulscr 
in the sccond battle .of the 
Philippines.

I 
think Madame,.that you have a 
very good solutlon in‘your ree 
cipe for Mile High Meringue 
which yalis for o little cream of 
tartar when the ege whites are 
beaten.” 


Stiffening Action * 


“Thats becatiss cream of 
tartur has. on alight stiffening 
actlon on tho egg whites, which 
tends to keep the beaten-in oir’ 
encased. A ‘flat meringue means 
that this alr has escaped while 
My recipe also calls 
for a small amount of cold’ 
water to ‘be beaten in with the 
egg whites. This cxpands into 
steam during the slow baking 
I recommend, and makes the 
meringue tender and much 
higher ‘than usual.

any shot correctly the Ile of the 
clubhend must bo entirely on 
the ground and yet permit you 
to take up a comfortable 
position as you stand up to the 
ball. If it doesn’t, your whole 
swing wil be off or the club- 
face may bo twisted ott of, its 
proper striking position at the 
moment of contact. 

In selecting any club to make 
a shot it fs well to have an {den 
of its relation to the distance 
confronting you. Of course, no 
matter whether you are using 
woods or frona, no two ‘players 
will necessarily uso preciscly 
the’ same club for precisely the 
same distance, 


DISTANCES FOR CLUBS 


That's because there is a 
matter of personal adjustment 
which comes into play.
